MORALS LN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Prof. Goggin's lecture on the above subject in 


Robertson's tall on Thursday evening last was | 


well attended. Mayor McCauley, chairman of 
the boar 1 of schoo. tras..e . was chairman, and 
jutroduced the lecturer ot the evening in a neat 
and complimentary speech. A piano solo by 
Aicx. MeUsuiey followed; then a song by bE. 
Kaymer, “Down on the Uld Farm.” accompan- 
wea by Dr. Melunis; then a recitation by A. M. 
Campbeil, “Charies Kdward at Versailli s,” 
aud tnen Prot. Goggin’s address. 1t is impossi- 
bie to do justice Lo the lecturer or his subject 
by giving # synopsis of his remarks. 1he ad- 
dress Was appropriate, instructive,argumentatie 
and couvincing and gave the impression that 
the speaker was a practical educationaiist, 
down to the sinailest detail, and an enthusiast 
as well. Speaking to the parents and friends 
vt children attending the public schvols he took 
strong ygroundon the question of the moral 
iraiuiug to be unparted iu those schools and in 
the homes of the childrenas weil. He laid 
great stress on the motive which should induce 
children to study, and held that if a child ai- 
tained the highest proficiency in his studies 
enly because of uuwortay motives, he had re- 
ceived injury rather than good, for the coustant 
exercise of Lhe Improper motive would probably, 
or almost certain, forma habit of uund and 
cast of character that would ve a detriment to 
its possessor and Uhese coming In contact With 
him. Morality consisted in the motive rather 
than in the act. A child might be made obeai 
ent by motives that would unfit hun for atter 
life. He asked: Do character and scholarship 
hold their proper relationship to each other in 
our schools and homes’ He held tiat consct- 
ence was to some extent a matter of education, 
ihat il Was Lhe duty of teachers and parents by 
example and precept vo inform the cuiul as to 
the dividing ne between right aud wrong; In- 
stancing a number of cases in which the ulvis- 
jou was sutliciently indistinct to give room for 
arguueut between grown Up poopue. tie aisu 
iaid great stress on Lhe teaching vt cleauliness 
and good wanners generally, yomg so far as to 
say tual be would prefer a chud vo leave scuvol 
pourry edacated bul with good (aaluers Laluer 
than higuiy educated and with bad manners. 
lie took vevasion to say that hos experience ied 
nom to Ue comcmmon teat this branch of edu- 
calion Was generally belver aught in Catholic 
than in Provesiant sehvois. Speaking of the 
foclage of parents who feared to send their 
operon to te potle schovls on account of the 
somelunes rough asseciations, and who send 
Lhe Lo private schools instead, he warned them 
that no matter bow sately a child might be kept 
from all knowledge of evil while a child a lime 
must come when Uhat could no longer be done 
ji was « delicate subject, but he thought 11 
safer that a child should learn to choose good 
rather than evil while under the care and in- 
flueuce of the pareut aud tuereby become ntted 
to choose for iseif in after life, rather than not 
have the opportunity to make this choice uotil 
it had grown outof reach of home guidaace 
aud tntiuence. 

At the conclusion of Prof. Goggin’s remarks, 
which were Listened to with the deepest atten- 
tion throughout, J. A. McDougall moved a vote 
ut thanks. He tad come expecting to hear 
something good, but had heard more than he ex- 
pected. I'he reputation of the able lecturer had 
preceded him and he had no doubt that the 
educational asairs of tue T rritovies wou.d make 
great strides under his management. He as- 
sured the lecturer of a hearty welcome when 
he visited Edmonton again. John Cameroa 
seconded the vote of thanks. 

The chairmaa before asking for the vote said 
that he quite agreed with the remarks made 
by the mover. Parents and teachers would both 
protit by what they nad heard from the lecturer. 
He (the speaker) had been connected with 
school affairs in Edmonton for a very long time, 
and he, too, felt that what he had heard would 
be an assistance to him in future. 

Prof. Goggin acknowledged the compliment 
paid him in his happiest manner and the meet- 
ing closed with God Save the Queen.
